Text: “According as his divine 
power hath given unto us all things 
that pertain unto life and godli- 
ness, through the knowledge of 
him that hath called us to glory 
and virtue: whereby are given un- 
to us exceeding great and prec‘ous 
promises: that by these you might 
be partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that 
is\in the world through lust. And 
beside this, giving all diligence, add 
to your faith virtue; and to virtue 
knowledge; and to knowledge tem- 
‘. perance.” 2 Peter 1:3-6. 

These graces or steps heaven- 
ward have their origin or founda- 
tion in the divine power which 
hath given unto us all things. The 
provision is God’s, but the fight is 
ours. Coupled with the divine pro- 
vision mentioned in verse 3 there 
follows exceeding great and prec- 
ious promises through His Word 
as the connecting link and means 
whereby we may be made partak- 
ers of divine nature. This task is 
accomplished in us by divine pow- 
er and we are dependent upon 
three things. First, faith, by which 
we appropriate as our own those 
things which grace hath provided 
for us. Second, by giving diligence. 
“Giving” means literally “bringing 
in by the side.” The provision is 
through grace upon which we are 
dependent, yet we are commanded 
to work out our own salvation 


with fear and trembling, therefore, 
we must bring in by the side of 
God’s grace all things that are ne- 
cessary to its accomplishment and 
the furtherance of our _ spiritual 
life. Third, if we are to be made 
partakers of divine nature, we 
must escape the corruption that is 
in the world through lust, by de- 
nying ourselves fleshly privileges.

St. Augustine has said that faith 
is “the root and mother of all vir- 
tue.” It is therefore the souree 
from which springs the entire 
chorus of Christian graces. It is 
the foundation upon which «= ali 
other graces are dependent. 
are therefore commanded to add 
to our “faith,” virtue, ete. Faith 
necessarily exists in the life of ev- 
ery Christian, therefore, we are 


commanded to add to it. We are *with 


not asked to. provide or supply it 
Faith is added unto us either thru 
the hearing of the Word or im- 
parted to us by the Holy Apirit. 
Rom. 10:17; 1 Cor. 12:9. Xe are, 
however, asked to add syéh things 
as will assist in the, complish- 
ment in our lives of #hose things 
of which faith is indtictive. “Add” 
means literally “to supply in your 
faith.” These things are necessary 
to be supplied in order that that 
which faith has proposed may be 
wrought out in us. “Add,” or sup- 
ply, comes from the Greek word

BROUGHT BACK TO LIFE 

Arley, Eng., Feb. 8.—(A.P.)—A 
“Dead” man has returned to life 
and health with a very satisfying 
impression of the “next world.” 

John Puckering, a market gar- 
dener, was “restored to life” on the 
operating table. Doctors certify 
that he was “dead” for four and a 
half minutes. One of then? massag- 
ed his heart—‘‘more from a sense 
‘of duty than with any hope”—and 
Puckering is now back at his work, 
and in apparently normal health. 

The old gardener is sorry this 
surgery worked. 

“What I saw during my brief 
spell of death,” he says, ‘has made 
me regret that I ever came back. 
I was surrounded by thousands oi 
people, all supremely happy. and 
among them were three _ that I 
knew. They nodded and smiled so 
happily that I was everjoyed to b» 
dead. 

“The grave has no terrors for 
me now. I realize that earthly life, 
sorrowful as it can be, is just a 
training ground for something full- 
er and better.” 

Immediately after his revival, 
Puckering called his daughter, a 
nurse, and told her he had seen her 
mother who died a year ago. (An 
evidence of the Christian’s hope.)

Both of his legs were cut 
off and he did not walk from that 
day on.

CHURCH SITUATION IN 
MEXICO 

it is reported that there are 375 
licensed churches in the Republicof 
Mexico remaining and that 95 per 
cent of Mexican parents are mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic 
church. “One-third of Mexico's 
States and territories prohibit all 
church services. Schools are for- 
bidden to teach principles disap- 
proved by the state governments, 
and church officials have threat- 
ened to excommunicate parents 
who send their children to school 
teaching the socialistic program 
demanded by secular authorities.” 
Therefore, “parents must either 
openly defy the constituted law of 
the republic by refusing to send 
their children to school, or incur 
the penalties of Canonical law. In 
either case the parent incurs the 
wrath of civil or ecclesiastical au- 
thority.”

COMMUNISTIC AGITATION 


Earl Reeves, writing in “Editor 
and Publisher” for Feb. 2, states, 
“The April platform of the com- 
munistic party, during the first 
year of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion the party had instigated, aid- 
ed and helped prolong strikes in- 
volving one million individuals.” 
“There were during this strike epi- 
demic, 2654 strikes, including 
lightening strikes and mystery 
strikes; walk-outs first, demands 
afterward; strikes bewildering te 
management, strikes for causes 
which remained obscure.” This ag- 
gravated condition was the result 
of a decree of the communistic 
party in April that there should be 
sixteen weeks of intensive strike 
agitation to culminate in general 
strike efforts. It was during this 
period that our Pres‘dent was busy 
appointing mediators. Finally the 
President and the American Feder- 
ation of Labor tried to effect . 1dus- 
trial peace until at thelr own re- 
quest the presidents of the chief 
international unions of the A. F. 
of L. were given opportunity tc te..- 
tify on Communism in Industry, 
before the McCormack Congres- 
sional Committee in December, in 
sessions which, as it happened 
were executive. One metho] used 
by communists in effecting strikes 
is the “Rank and File” which does 
not take time for council but is th» 
result of action designed to create 
confusion. It is reported that thers 
's at present pending a “Red Ran:: 
and File bonus march brewing.” 
Well had it been for the United 
States had Mr. Roosevelt not rec- 
ognized Russia and that proper 
laws were enacted and executed 
to save the peace of our American 
country and our American 
home. However, what is most pre- 
cious and vital to the welfare of 
our nation is religious liberty 
which communism is designed to 
overthrow. There is no doubt that 
much injustice and unfairness ex- 
ist under a capitalistic state. How- 
ever. where the _ privileges of 
the home or the religious liberty, 
along with personal liberty, are ex- 
changed for communism, the re- 
sult will prove to be the selling of 
one’s birthright for a mess of “red 
pottage” which will afterward 
bring remorse, repentance, and 
tears after it is too late.

saved us through faith. 

Here is listed a beautiful cate 
gory of those things upon which 
Christians are commanded to med 
itate as a means of enriching them- 
selves in uprightness and govd 
quality. Faith leads the way to vir- 
tue which must be added. Virtue is 
that manliness and godly courage 
which keeps the professed Chris- 
tian from stooping to do _ those 
mean and low things which wouid 
dishonour the Captain of their sal- 
vation. The provision for virtue 
originates in sum and in substance 
first in our Master, Mark. 5:30; 
Luke 6:19; 8:46. Virtue is neces- 
sary to protect the Christian work- 
er in time of temptation. Grace has 
provided for it but it is your dutv 
to add or supply it in along with 
the workings of your faith. 

Knowledge 

From an active Christian faith, 
exercised through the virtue of 
goodness and uprightness, know- 
ledge would naturally result as a 
logical sequence of one’s own ex- 
perience, however, the word as 
here used, coming from the Greek 
word “gnosis,” refers to the par- 
ticular frame of the “gnoma,” or 
mind, in relation ta or concerning 
things that grow out of one’s stu- 
dy and experiences. The reference 
is to a special kind of knowledge 
of high character which would be 
composed of purpose or resolution 
concerning things with which one 
has to do. It was Said of Christ in 
Luke 1:77, chat He would give 
knowledge of the remission of sins. 
Knowledge is a summary of facts. 
It becomes our duty to add know- 
ledge by means of study and_in- 
struction. This may also be added 
by careful observation of things 
growing out of one’s own exper- 
ience as well as those things that 
concern revealed religion. 

Knowledge gives the right un- 
derstanding and perception of 
things. While faith is incident to it, 
it is also resultant from virtue or 
uprightness. One’s determination 
and firmness, brought about thru 
virtue, might be misdirected and 
misused without knowledge. The 
purpose of knowledge _ is to edify 
bv illuminating the understanding. 
The Christian is called upon to de- 
cide between right and wrong and

“And great grace was upon 
them all.” Acts 4:33. 

There is often a cry of lack of 
power in the church. “The liberty 
and freedom of the Spirit that was 
once enjoyed, not so much in evi- 
dence now,” it is said. “The 
preaching, singing, praying, and 
testimonies do not possess the unc- 
tion and power as in former days.” 
Such are statements we sometimes 
hear. On the whole we believe it is 
well to give some thought to such 
criticisms. It is true that even in 
the most spiritual churches there 
are times when there is more bless- 
ing and victory than at other times. 

Jesus likens the Holy Spirit’s 
presence and ministry in the be- 
liever to “rivers of living water.” 
And it seems to us that the cur- 
rent of life in the church is like a 
flowing stream. Sometimes it over- 
flows its banks, then again it is not 
so full, or perhaps it is still smaller, 
as a stream gets in time of a 
drouth. But while it is ever rising 
or falling, yet it is constantly flow- 
ing on. Is not this the history of 
God’s church? And this may apply 
to individuals as well. 

There are times wien believers 
have a more bouyant and active 
faith, a greater warmth of love, 
and feel more sensibly God’s pre- 
sence in their lives. So in the 
Scriptures we read of those who 
were sometimes weak and some- 
times strong. For instance, notice 
in the case of Elijah, David, and 
Peter. There are times of trial, 
when, according to our feelings, we 
seem to have almost lost our faith, 
feel discouraged, and for a time it 
looks as though we had as_ well 
give up, but as we are led to look 
to Jesus, and hold on, our faith 
mounts up, and we are stronger 
and more victorious than ever. If 
such can be the case with an in- 
dividual, why not with a congrega- 
tion, in its spirit and activities for 
God? 

There are many kinds of trials, 
crucifixions and valley experiences 
through which all of God’s_ saints 
are called to go, experiences that 
are God-appointed, and for our 
good, and yet, these experiences 
more or less cast a shadow over 
us and keep us from being so joy- 
ous and happy in our spirit for a 


time. And wherever we go we cain- 
not hide these shadows. 

Saint James exhorts, “Count it 
all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations” (1:2). But how many 
always do that? More often we la- 
ment and mourn over our misfor- 
tunes, disappointments and sor- 
rows. Saint Peter says, “Think It 
not strange concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as though 
some strange thing happened unto 
you” (1 Peter 4:5). And still it is 
the strangest thing in the world to 
us when we meet some of the 
things that we experience in the 
Christian way. For instance, when 
some one finds fault with our ser- 
mon, song, prayer or testimony. 
How it hurts us and often takes 
away our joy for a time. We just 
can’t see why we must suffer so. 

There are various reasons for 
the services to seem dry or cold. 
The fact that today’s services do 
not seem so lively as those of last 
week, may not be an occasion for 
alarm at all. There may be a not- 
iceable difference in a teaching, 
evangelistic or a praise service. 
Then some ministers, and song 
leaders, and singers are naturally 
more demonstrative than others. 
And this is true with whole con- 
gregations too. 

But there is a deadness_ which 
means death, of which we should 
certainly beware. In all ages God's 
people have had to live near the 
danger line. If Satan cannot draw 
them back into the world and 
open sin, then he tries some other 
plan. There are the hot fires of 
wild fanaticism ever burning with 
their deadly effect, to wreck and 
ruin God’s work. This is Satan’s 
trap in which he is sure to catch 
some. Then there is cold, dead for- 
malism; how harmless it may seem 
to some, yet it is the snare into 
which a great host has drifted to 
their doom. And many other things 
Satan uses effectively. What does 
it matter to the enemy what be- 
comes of the church, if he may but 
destroy her power and defeat her 
heavenly mission on earth? So it is 
very necessary that we watch and 
pray, and heed the many warnings 
to the saints of God in His word. 
lest we grow cold, lose out and 
fail of the grace of God.

While it is true that in all ages 
Satan has had his snares set for 
the saints of God, it is especially 
true in these last days. And God 
has given special warning vo His 
people for these very Gays. As Je- 
sus declared that many would 
grow cold and fail away, so it has 
and is coming to pass, and in au 
alarming way. But let us remem- 
ber, my brethren, that all the grace 
and power of God that was ever 
available for His people, is still 
their portion now. And it is receiv- 
ed on the very same terms and 
conditions. Men do not backslide, 
and churches do not decline in 
their faith because God’s provis- 
ion is limited, but they fail because 
they do not appropriate by prayer, 
faith and obedience, that which is 
their blood-bought inheritance in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

We should ever remember tnat 
Jesus came that we might have 
life, “life more abundant,” and 
power, even “power over all the 
power of the enemy,” which in- 
cludes “the whole armour” for all 
the children oi God, and that ceti- 
max of promis“s given by the apos- 
tle Paul,” that ye might be filled 
with all the fullness of God.” (Eph. 
3:19). This is the salvation and 
power that is for every one now, 
even in these last days of apostasy 
and spiritual decay. We do not 
have a mutilated gospel, or a dif- 
ferent standard from the early 
days. Jesus is declared to be “the 
same yesterday, today, and forev- 
er’ (Heb. 13:8.) If we, as minis- 
ters and believers, are weak, and 
in our lives and service there is a 
lack of life and power, what ex- 
cuse can we render? This is still 
the day of His power. His chosen 
people, the church, is the people of 
His power. Through them He is 
speaking and manifesting Him- 
self to the ends of the earth. Such 
a people, with such a ministry and 
mission, must of necessity be a vic- 
torious people. 


“Now thanks be unto God, 
which always causeth us to tri- 
umph in Christ, and maketh mani- 
fest the savour of his’ knowledge 
by us in every place.” 2 Cor: 2: 14.

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“Ghe Ministry of Healing 


A. J. GORDON, D. D. 


We are never to forget that our 
Lord is simply carrying on in Glo- 
ry what He began on earth. His 
ministry has not changed as to its 
character and offices. The only es- 
sential difference is that He exer- 
cises that ministry now by the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and through the Church, 
instead of by His own personal and 
visible agency. All the character- 
istics of His ministry remain un- 
altered. Hence, we find that when 
He had ascended up on high, and 
committed the preaching of the 
Gospel to Apostles and Evangelists, 
the very same traits marked their 
work which distinguished His own. 
They preached the remission of 
sins in His name, and in His Name 
they healed the sick and cast out 
devils. The twofold ministry goes 
on just as it did while Christ was 
on earth. Indeed, it must be so, cr 
the Master’s Word has not been 
kept. Just before His ascension He 
had 

Breathed the Holy Ghost 
upon His disciples, and said, 
“Whose soever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them;” and He 
had said also, “These signs shall 
follow them that believe; in My 
Name shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new tongues; 
* * * they shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.” There 
can be no question as to the prom- 
ise, and none as to the fulfillment. 
Read Peter’s words in the opening 
pages of the Acts. In one chapter 
we hear him saying, “Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you in the 
Name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins;” in the next we 
hear him saying to the lame man. 
“In the Name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth rise up and walk.” It is 
Christ’s ministry still prolonged— 
the same twofold grace, the same 
double blessing to the sinner ana 
to the sufferer. And the whole 
apostolic age is stamped with simi- 
lar marks. By the same authoritv 
with which Paul says to the jailer 
of Philippi, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou _ shalt be 


saved,” he says to the cripple of 
Lystra, perceiving that he had faith 
to be healed, “Stand upright upon 
thy feet.” 

How is it that this twofold cord 
of our ministry has been unbraided. 


leaving us but a single strand? How 
is it we still preach the remission 
of sins, but dare not, on the pain 
of being deemed enthusiasts and 
fanatics, hold out the hope that 
sickness can be remitted by faith 
in Jesus Christ? O, Church of the 
ascended Christ, carrying still in 
Thy hands the Master’s commis- 
sion, with 
No Clause Annulled 
and no vestige of authority revok- 
ed, what has happened to thee, that 
the lame must lie at thy doors, and 
none can take him by the hand and 
lift him up; that the sick must pine 
on his couch, and never a cure 
must be expected through the 
prayer of faith? Hast thou ceased 
to walk in the light of the Sun of 
Righteousness, that thou hast no 
longer any healing shadow to 
throw upon the sick and dying? 
How is it that, instead of mourn- 
ing and being humbled at the loss 
of these apostolic gifts, thou art 
lifted up with self-complacency, 
speaking reproachfully of such as 
seek for the revival of those gifts, 
and visiting them with cold re- 
bukes? Is it an occasion for pride 
that “thou hast no healing medi- 
cines” for the sick, and that thou 
must say to the lame and leprous, 
“Thy bruise is incurable, and thy 
wound is grievous. There is none 
to plead thy cause, that thou may- 
est be bound up?” My brethren, 
we cannot ask these questions too 
earnestly or too repeatedly. There 
is a cautious reserve of faith which 
May carry One very near the peril- 
ous edge of skepticism; and to let 
go our confidence in what is high- 
est and hardest to credit in the 
promises of God may be a token of 
our wilful choice of what is low- 
est and most superficial in Chris- 
tian consecration. I am weary with 
one of the excuses. which Chris- 
tians have framed for their impo- 
tence, telling the world that tne 
age of miracles has passed, and 
that the gifts of healing have been 
withdrawn. The age of miracles 
has passed indeed, and perhaps 
The Only Reason 

is that the age of faith has passed. 
Christ has given no intimation in 
the pages of Scripture that the age 
of miracles is past with Him. He 
has not grown old that the foun- 
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tains of His saving health must 
run dry. He who healed the wither- 
ed hand has not lost the use of His 
own right hand through infirmity 
of age. “(His) hand is not shorten- 
ed, that it cannot save; neither His 
ear heavy, that it cannot hear.” I 
feel as sure as I am of anything 
that the loss of a healing ministry 
is due to a change in the Church, 
and not to a change in Christ. It 
is because we have _ backslidden 
from the foundation of the Apos- 
tles and Prophets, and _ not that 
Christ has retreated from His 
ground. In the whole history of Di- 
vine cure, as revealed in the New 
Testament, we find but two condi- 
tions entering into the question-— 
the power of Christ and the faith 
of man. “Believe ye that I am able 
to do this?” 


Alas! How we have erred! Be- 
cause we cannot rise to the height 
of this great privilege, we bring 
down the promises of God to our 
low level, and what we cannot do 
we hold that God does not allow. 
Because we have no longer faith to 
be healed, we openly teach that the 
Lord no longer heals. I for one, 
would keep 

The Standard of Apostolic Power 
and privilege where the Lord put it, 
if it served no other purpose than 
to condemn and shame us for our 
unbelief. I do not believe that since 
the day that Christ entered into 
Heaven, and, throug: “he Holy 
Ghost. gave gifts to men—“te a> 
* * * the word of wisdom; to an- 
other the word of knowledge by 
the same Spirit; * * * to another 
the gifts of healing by the same 
Spirit’—there has not been any 
change in the Lord’s order for His 
Church. There has been a sad 
change in the Church’s attitude to- 
wards these gifts. She has learn- 
ed to discredit what she has forgot- 
ten how to use. She has come to 
condemn as_ fanatical what she 
once rejoiced in as Divine. But her 
Divine right and charter remain 
unchanged, and only wait for her 
resumption when she gets back her 
ancient faith. Do I say this in 
criticism, speaking of others as one 
who has himself attained? Indeed 
not. Nor is personal attainment the 
indispensable condition to strong 
faith and positive assertion. Have 
you never read the saying of a 
Christian father, “Certum est quia 
impossible” (“It is true because it 
is impossible’)? It seems like an 
audacious paradox; but it was 
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learned from the Master Himself. 
“The things which are impossible 
with men are possible with God,” 
says Jesus. And faith has to do 
with God, not with man. It takes 
the measure of its creed from 


The Power and Promise of the 
Almighty, 


not from the experience of the 
creature. Hence to the revelation, 
“All things are possible with God,” 
Christ has taught us_ to join the 
confession, “All things are possible 
to him that believeth.” What then 
has God written of His power and 
will concerning us? This is the on2 
question for us to settle. We are 
not to level down God’s Words to 
the grade of our own experience. 
“All the promises of God in Him 
are yea, and in Him Amen, unto 
the glory of God by us.” And it is 
not for us to modify and condition 
them to every varying shade of 
faith or feeling. What has the Lord 
written concerning the great mat- 
ter which we are discussing? This 
question must be held supreme. 
Tell me then what these words 
mean: “And the prayer‘ of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord 
shall raise him up; and if he have 
committed sins, they shall be for- 
given him.” Here is a double prom- 
ise, bearing the distinct impress 
and seal of that double ministry of 
which I am speaking. You have no 
doubt about the latter half. With 
the fullest assurance you fall up- 
on your knees to pray for a friend 
that his sins may be forgiven him 
—and if you see that he has faith 
to be forgiven, you do not hesitate 
on the strength of God’s Word to 
declare his absolution. But of the 
first part of the passage you say, 
“This does not apply to present 
times; this was for the Apostles 
and primitive believers.”” Who gave 
you warrant for 


Cleaving This Text in Twain, 


.. and using one half of the promise 


and remanding the other to an out- 
grown age of miracles and won- 
ders? We ought to be ashamed at 
the bare suggestion of such viol- 
ence to God’s Word. What God has 
joined together, whether in His 
Word or in His ordinances, let not 
man put asunder. Is it a mark of 
faith or faithfulness to encouraze 
such wanton rending of what the 
Holy Ghost hath joined into unity? 
To a true Christian the very life of 
a text is in its undivided wholeness, 
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and, like the true mother in the 
judgment of Solomon, he would 
rather surrender it entire than 
have it sundered by the sword. I 
have said all this in the revolt 
which I have felt at the arbitrary 
license which so many are exercis- 
ing in setting aside as impossible 
what the Scriptures promise with- 
out reserve. I am glad_ to believe 
that in many parts of the world, 
and in many branches of the 
Church, God is_ signally reviving 
these apostolic gifts. —The Elim 
Evangel.

to choose between things of the 
flesh and of the Spirit. Knowledge 
in connection with such circum- 
stances or conditions is to be de- 
sired as well as essential. The apos- 
tle speaks of some of the brethren 
at Rome, mentioned in Romans 15: 
14, as being full of goodness or 
virtue and filled with all knowledge 
-and therefore able also tc admon- 
‘ish one another. A man of know- 
‘ledge has great influence or pow- 
er over others by his conduct. 1 
Cor. 8:10. Virtue leads the way to 
knowledge and has no love for 
those things that distract or hin- 
der growth in Christian grace and 
activity. 

That he might be possessed with 
a knowledge of Christ, the Apostle 
Paul counted all things of an 
earthly nature but loss, thus plac- 
ing them on the opposite side over 
or against the things of Christ, 
‘Phil. 3:8. For in Him are hidden all 
the treasures of wisdom and knowl- 
edge, Col. 2:3. God would have all 
men to be saved and come to the 
knowledge of the truth, 1 Tim. 2:4. 
In 2 Tim. 3:7 we are warned of 
certain worldlings ‘who are ever 
learning and never able to come to 
tthe knowledge of the truth.” After 
-we have received the exceeding 
great and precious promise con- 
cerning divine things we are warn- 
ed to beware lest we be led awav 
*by the error of the wicked and fail 
‘from our own steadfastness. Th» 
only preventative is the command 
to grow in grace and knowledge “f 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
2 Peter 3:17, 18. 

Temperance 

The progress and development 
of faith as it leads through the es- 
sential qualities of virtue and pro- 
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gressive development of knowl- 
edge prepares the Christian to do 
exactly what he is here command- 
ed; i.e., to be temperate. With the 
virtue of uprightness and knowl- 
edge acquired thruChristian exper- 
ience one might be expected to ap- 
ply the balance of self-control. The 
tree of knowledge of good and evil 
had its dangers, hence the warn- 
ing not to touch it; and it does so 
still. Therefore, with acquired 
knowledge of things right and 
wrong, Christian philosophy de- 
mands temperanee. There is re- 
markable progression here in that 
God has not demanded temperance 
until virtue has become a posses- 
sion and knowledge has been im- 
parted to know how one_ shouid 
control him or herself. Knowledge 
gives the ability to form a 1ight de- 
cision respecting one’s. virtues, 
and temperance is the lever of self- 
control which must be applied tw 
retain it. The word “temperance” 
comes from the Greek word “ego,” 
meaning the I, the self; and “cra- 
tos,” meaning to be strong, stout, 
possessed of mastery, master of 
self. Hence self-control is continu- 
ance in things of right determina- 
tion lest one be thrown out of bal- 
ance. Ordinarily when temperance 
is mentioned the generally accept- 
ed idea is that it refers only to the 
use of wines or liquors. Such an 
idea is only partial and is much in 
opposition to the general principle 
here had in reference. Indeed self- 
control extends over the whole 
Christian life and consists in gov- 
erning the entire appetites thus 
forming right habits, practice and 
conduct. 


To be temperate requires the ex- 
ercise of practical knowledge con- 
cerning things right or wrong. It 
was Christ who said, “You shall 
know the truth, and the truth shal] 
set you free.” Jno. 8:32. The exer- 
cise of true knowledge leads to 
temperance or self-control, thus 
giving perfect freedom which con- 
sists alone in serving God and is 
directly opposed to that liberty or 
over-indulgence of false teachers 
who are possessed by a spirit of 
licentiousness, the meaning of 
which is to be without license or 
law respecting one’s morals. or 
conduct. With the union of virtue 
and knowledge comes the power 
of temperance’ or _ self-control, 
without which an individual is un- 
able to concentrate himself con- 
cerning any given purpose. We are 
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commanded to be temperate in all 
things, which takes into consider- 
ation the whole fabric of Christian 
profession. It regulates the morals 
and appetite of the individual and 
sets up the standard for domestic 
relationship which controls every 
member of the home as well as the 
church. It is the principle by which 
we are commanded to walk with 
wisdom toward them who ar: 
without and is the sole administra- 
tion by which a b’shop may _ be- 
come blameless. It was as Paul 
reasoned concerning righteous- 
ness,‘‘temperance’’ and judgmentto 
come that Felix trembled. He lack- 
ed uprightness and_ self-controi 
which would fit him for impending 
judgment, therefore, he trembled 
and said, “Go thy way for this sea- 
son and when I have convenient 
time I will call for thee.” Acts 24: 
25. 

The Greek word as used in our 
text is the same word which trans- 
lates “contain” in 1 Cor. 7:9. The 
Apostle Paul uses analogy with 
lucid vividness in 1 Cor. 9:24-27, 
in which he mentions that “every 
man that striveth for the mastery 
is temperate (or controls himself) 
in all things. Now they do it tu ob- 
tain a corruptible crown; but we 
an incorruptible. I theretore so run 
not as uncertainly; so fight I, not 
as one that beateth the air, (or on 
a big spread today but I am watch- 
ing and acting carefully I am ap- 
plying divine principles). ButI keep 
under my body, and bring it into 
subjection: lest that by any means, 
when I have preached to others, | 
myself should be a castaway.” 
“Castaway” comes from “adoki- 
mos,” which means disapproved.
